There are about 75,000 decidu­ 
ous trees and probably 
25,000 
shrubs in the county that 
are 
known hosts to the Oriental fruit 
moth, he said. The fruits include 
peach, apple, 
apricots, 
cherries, 
choke-cherries, hawthorn, nectar­ 
ines, pears, 
plums 
quines 
al­ 
monds, together with the flow­ 
ering forms. Peach is the prefer­ 
red host, although the insect has 
been found locally in peach, apple, 
pear and quince, he said. The in­ 
festation already had spread ov er 
about half of the county before 
it was discov ered. 
The first specimen was discov er­ 
ed by District Inspector G. 
V. 
House of Yorba Linda, and later 
was tentativ ely identified by H. H. 
Keifer of the State Department of 
Agriculture as the Oriental fruit 
moth. W hile positiv e identification 
cannot be made until the adult 
moths are reared, Washington spe­ 
cialists examing the larv ae speci­ 
mens stated that they are un­ 
doubtedly the Oriental fruit moth. 
This pest does not attack cit­ 
rus trees or fruits, and no state 
quarantine is contemplated with 
respect to citrus shipments. How­ 
ev er, in order to prev ent “ wild" 
J 
action by neighboring states in * 
applying blanket quarantine to all 
California products, these states 
hav e been notified of the local dis­ 
cov ery, and assured that strict 
measures are being taken to pre­ 
v ent its spread. 
Since the Oriental fruit moth Is 
not subject to control measures 
on the fruit, though it can be fum­ 
igated successfully on the dormant 
tree, it offers a more serious prob­ 
lem.

Tests Disclose 
Actors Really 
Feel Emotions

BLOOMINGTON, Ind., Oct. 24. 
—Electricity from 
human mus­ 
cles, analy zed at Indiana uinver- 
sity , shows that actors really feel 
the emotions they portray , and 
adds the curious information that 
the emotions of untrained am a­ 
teurs are centered more in their 
right arms than in any other lo­ 
cation studied. 
4 8 GIVEN TESTS 
The tests were made b y Dr. 
George B. Strother and Dr. R. C. 
Davis, professor of psy chology . 
Forty -eight persons, half of them 
trained in dramatics, the other 
half untrained, took the electrical 
tests. Each of the 48 read aloud 
four dram atic passages, express­ 
ing respectively , happiness, hatred 
or anger, fear, and tranq uility or! 
reverence. 
All readings were done seated. I 
Both forearms, and b oth calves 
were connected to four electrical 
pickups. In this way was recorded 
the electrical voltage produced in 
each of the four b ody sites. 
RISES WITH ACTIVITY 
This living electricity is m easur­ 
ed in millionths of a volt. There 
is alway s a slight voltage during 
life. It alway s rises with muscu­ 
lar activity . It rises also with 
even the slight increase in muscu­ 
lar tension, of which a person is 
not aware, during emotion. This 
emotional rise was the voltage 
measured at Indiana. 
In all 48 persons the electrical 
activity was higher during read­ 
ings 
than 
while at 
rest, 
even 
though their b odies remained still. 
The voltage was greater for some 
emotions than for others. Highest 
was fear. Second, hate and anger. 
Third, happiness. Fourth, tranq uil­ 
ity and reverence. The highest 
emotional voltage was ab out four 
time the strength of the electric­ 
ity at rest. 
The skilled readers were much 
more excited than the unskilled. 
The extra margins were one-fifth 
to one-half more electrical activ­ 
ity . 
This increased electricity came 
from all four parts of the b odies 
of the skilled readers. But in the

linoleum. The Italians, said Com­ 
stock, 
when he went 
to Italy 
seven years ago, were a peace- 
loving people who spent half their 
time chatting in cafes. W h e n 
America entered the war, Com­ 
stock said, everyone he met in 
Italy was glad because, they said, 
the war would be over sooner. 
Americans are liked best in Italy 
and English second, he stated. 
Comstock was invited to take

rangem ents. In any event, 
the 
effect on the public has undoubt­ 
edly been to make added multi­ 
tudes suspect that there 
is 
a 
great deal going on in the war 
which is kept from public know­ 
ledge. And the suggestion made 
by Mr. Roosevelt on his return to 
Washington, that officials of the 
rank of the general commanding 
the supply services, the assistant 
secretary of the navy and the di­ 
rector of the WPB should be re ­ 
buked for statem ents made dur­ 
ing his absence, added 
to 
the 
public’s misgiving that it is be­ 
ing allowed to know very little 
about the actual state 
of 
the 
war. If these men had not been 
speaking the truth, then the na­ 
tional 
effort 
is in 
unreliable 
hands. If they had been speaking 
the truth, why should they be 
muzzled? 
It is, of course, true that the 
censors are dealing with a tangl­ 
ed and difficult subject. And it is 
generally understood that neither 
the Office of W ar Information 
under E lm er Davis nor the cen­ 
sor’s bureau under Byron Price is 
responsible for the 
unfortunate 
tram m els under which those who 
are attem pting to 
purvey 
war 
news to the American people now 
find themselves. It is agreed that 
information which would 
be of 
value to the enemy m ust not be 
made 
public. 
Furtherm ore, 
it 
seems necessary to allow the ad­ 
mirals and generals to decide as 
to w h at information falls in this 
category.

If men and m aterial were all

Military 
men 
everywhere thought its fall could 
not be avoided then, and a m a­ 
jority ol them are by no means 
yet convinced it will hold through 
the winter. 
But they are dealing with one 
imponderable 
factor— 
t h e 
in- 
dominatable fighting resistance of 
the Russian soldiers and people. 
Hitler could not calculate it and 
neither can any one else, ex cept 
perhaps the Russians. They think 
they will hold the city . 
As Hitler put it once in his 
quaint way , what he needs

On this front the Nazis are ob­

back to Rostov and beyond, and 
have not been able to 
m aster 
much power. 


The Russians are making few­ 
e r and fewer attem pts to conceal 
their displeasure a t not getting 
more aid. A story, possibly apo­ 
cryphal, is being 
told 
around 
town and 
attributed to 
them, 
sometimes to Stalin. 
It is said Stalin has thought 
the m atter over thoroughly, and 
reached the conclusion there are 
two ways for him to get enough 
aid to win, one a natural w ay 
and 
the other a 
supernatural 
way. 
The natural way would be for 
the Angel Gabriel, who is charg­ 
ed with the 
ministration* 
and 
comfort of man, to descend from
